WASHINGTON, Nov. 17,—Officials and 


others who have talked ••.vitli President 
Harrison sinco the election say that he 
takes a deep interest and an active part 
in the consideration of plans for tho 
f ature conduct of the republican party. 
They say that in all their talks with 
thorn tho president's utterances have 
tended to encourage thorn to activity 
in the work of orpanii'iinf^a'n^fstronptn- 
oning1 the party. There hasbcen, they 
nay, no despondency in what ho 1ms 
said and ho wastes no time in vain re- 
grets, but is earnest in the feeling1 that 
moru than ever there is need for com- 
pactness and unity of purpose in the 
party.

or policy, but of perfecting-the manage- 
ment, and methods, has already been 
tnknn up by lead in pr republicans, and 
mrrcspondeuci: looking1 to the strength- 
ening1 of the organization lias begun.

Representative W. L. Wilson, oE West 


Virginia, chairman of the democratic 
committee, a leading member of the 
committee on ways and means, against 
whose re-election, a particularly vigor- 
ous light was waged by tho repub- 
licans of that state, and whose name 
has been mentioned as the probable at- 
torney-general in President Cleveland's 
cabinet, strongly favors the calling of 
a special session of congress to con- 
sider tariff legislation. 


"The true worth and value of a tariff 


bill," he said, "cannot be testexl in a 
short time, and-tho effects arc some- 
times supposed to be what they are not. 
I think it would bo most impolitic to 
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place a now tariff bill before the coun- 
try just before the election of 1890. 
For this reason I favor the extra ses- 
sion idea, and think the sooner the pro- 
posed tariff changes go into effect the 
bettor will the final result be for our 
pivrtv^." 


Senator Carlisle, who is known as 


one of Mr. Cleveland's closest political 
associates, was in Washing-ton yester- 
day, en route to Chicago, where he 
goes to visit his eon's family. He 
knows nothing oE the intention of the 
presklent-clect respecting an 
extra

Carlisle said he did not believe Mr. 
Cleveland could tell whether or not he 
would call an extra session. It would 
all depend upon conditions not yet de- 
veloped, and which in the nature of 
things could not devclopo until later 
on.

There is an ac- 
cumulation of deficiencies and obliga- 
tions that have been contracted and 
will come over to us. 
"It may be that this situation will 


furnish reason enough why an extra 
session should be called. We shall 
have to see what congress does at this 
session. If they do not repeal the 
Sherman law relating to tho purchase 
o£ silver, and take such, other action as 
tho situation demands, we may be 
swamped. Upon these thing's depend 
the calling o£ an extra session." 


A Circular ot Instructions to Collectors 


of Customs, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. IT.—Acting Sec- 


rotary Spanlding of the treasury de- 
partment has issued a circular to col- 
lectors of customs in regard to entry of 
vessels carrying immigrants. Accord- 
ing to this circular the department has 
received authentic assurances that the 
danger of cholera infection still exists, 
and that the measures of precaution 
which have been heretofore observed 
cannot be materially relaxed without 
imperiling the public safety. 


The objections to the unrestricted ad- 


mission of steerage immigrants do not 
apply to vessels in which the steerage 
is occupied by the limited number of 
citizens and residents of the United 
States and thclrfamiltes who are likely 
to avail themselves of the cheaper 
fares afforded by steerage tickets in re- 
turning to this country. 


GOT THE GRAND BOUNCE. 


Petroit, tha 
Adventurer, Discharged 


from the Census Ofnoe. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17. —Superintend- 


ent of Census. Robert P. Porter yester- 
day afternoon discharged- Ivan Petroff, 
the special agent who prepared the ve- 
ports of .Alaska for the tenth and 
eleventh censuses. In his letter to the 
secretary :of the interior Mr. Porter 
says: 


"Having acquainted myself with all 


the facts in relation to-this matter I re- 
gret to say that I see no extenuating 
circumstances, and, therefore, ask your 
approval of my action.." 


Mr. Porter further said that a com- 


plete history of Petroff's action in re- 
gard to state department transaction 
precludes the supposition which he had 
entertainrd before making a thorough 
examination of the case, that Petroff 
was suffering from mental depression 
or insanity.

ment for Redress. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 17.—Evening 


papers publish an account of the arrest 
of Valdimir Nicholas Rumin, chief o) 
the Siberian prisons, which took place 
yesterday 
morning. 
Ho wandered 


down to the city prison and not being 
able to speak good English his request 
to be allowed to enter the prison was 
misunderstood, and when he was ar- 
rested for drunkenness 
he made o 


most violent resistence. He was first 
placed in an ordinary cell with vagrants 
and drunks, but was afterwards put in 
u daak cell and there strapped to a cot 
In the prison hospital. .This arrest oc- 
curred at 8 o'clock and at 10 o'clock an 
officer of the court pleaded guilty foi 
him and he was sentenced to pay a fine 
of five dollars or serve twenty-four 
. hours in the city prison. 


When he was taken before the court 


last evening he was allowed to with- 
draw the plea that he had never en- 
tered and his case was 
dismissed. 


Those who are able to converse with 
him while he was in prison declare 
that there was no sign of intoxication 
about him. Rumlns' family is said tc 
be one of the oldest and most influen- 
tial in Russia. His brothers are gen- 
erals in the Bussian army and one of 
them is in command of the guard at the 
czar's palace. He will appeal to his 
government to demand redress.

Yesterday's Meeting: of the Socialist 


Congress in Berlin. 


BERLIN, Nov. 17.—Tho socialist con- 


ference resumed its session yesterday 
in Concordia hall. 
Hcrr Liebknecht 


defended the management of the so- 
cialist organ, Voorwaerts, against tho 
allegation of extravagance in the pay- 
ment of employes. He said that the 
editors of the journal in question were* 
utterly overworked, and, as for him- 
self, he could 
gain three-fold 
the 


amount he now received, If liberated 
from the obligations of party duty. 


Delegate Plep, of Alsace, complained 


earnestly of the exceptional law, pro- 
Tailing in Alsace and Lorraine, and 
•which bore severely upon tho members 
of the social democracy. He censured 
the socialist deputies in the rciehstag 
for not interpellating the government 
on the subject, and thereby talcing 
means to liberate their brethren from 
oppression. 


Herr Singer read the report of what 


the social democratic party had done 
in the reiehstag, and lie proposed a 
resolution against the passage of the 
military bill. This aroused considera- 
ble debate. 


Numerous resolutions for the con- 


sideration of tha 
social democratic 


deputies in the reichstag were dis- 
cussed by the congress. The first con- 
cerned the religious oath in judicial 
procedure, the subject of frequent dif- 
ferences between the social democracy 
and other German parties. A motion 
looking toward the abolition of the re- 
ligious oath was assigned to the con- 
sideration of the parliamentary con- 
tingent, to ,be presented before tho 
reichstag if such a course be deemed 
expedient. Another similiar resolution 
was directed against the lese majesto 
prosecutions and the law behind them. 


Other resolutions submitted to the 


parliamentary contingentwere in favor 
ol state administration of dispensaries 
or. In other words, free medical treat- 
ment for the people; the pxiblicatlon of 
reports for every session of parliament- 
ary work; the employment of female 
factory inspectors with the special 
view of protecting women in factories 
and ascertaining their peculiar needa 
more particularly than men inspectors 
can ascertain them; the treatment of 
laborers in state factories as stato 
functionaries. 


A question bordering on woman's 


suffrage of the parties' policy came up 
In the form of a resolution favoring 
women's meetings to return female 
delegates to social democratic con- 
gresses. This resolution was approved 
unanimously- 


After a heated discussion the conven- 


tion rejected a proposal that the party 
hold biennlel instead of annual con- 
gresses.

DESPERATED BATTLE 


Between Revolted Prisoners and 


Spanish Troops. 


MftHY OF THE LATTER BITE THE DUST 


A Well-Planned Attempt at Wholesale 


Jail Delivery Only 
ThwaMed by 


the Prompt Response and Brave 


Conduct of the Soldiers. 


MADKID, Nov. 17.—During tho past 


year several outbreaks among convicts 
have occurred iu prisons in various 
parts of tlio country. Yesterday the 
most serious of all the series occurred 
in the prison at Tarragona, and nine of 
the convicts were killed. 


The convicts have been dissatisfied 


with their treatment for some time 
and formed a plan for a (general jail 
delivery. Ordinary convicts in Spanish 
prisons are allowed considerable free- 
dom within the walls, and this practice 
allowed them in this case to carry thci 
plan out. 


Shortly' alter the prisoners were re- 


leased from their cells yesterday morn- 
ing they mutinied. At a signal from 
their leaders they sprang upon the 
warders, and the latter, taken com- 
pletely by surprise, were soon over- 
powered. Tho convicts then had full 
possession of the prison with the ex- 
ception of the quarters occupied by 
the governor. Before they could se 
cure tho keys that would givo them 
their freedom the governor sent an ur- 
gent appeal for aid to the military au- 
thorities, who promptly responded by 
sending a detachment of troops to the 
scone. 


When the soldiers arrived they found 


a majority of tho convicts assembled in 
the court yard. The commander of tho 
troops called upon the prisoners to re- 
turn to their cells, but ho was greetcc 
with oaths and derisive yells. Again 
he ordered them to go back. The con- 
victs, who had armed themselves with 
all manner of things that could be uset 
as weapons, again refused to obey, auc 
in a body advanced upon tho soldiers 
their enraged faces showing that thei 


• meant mischief. 
Tho rifles ol th 


soldiers wero loaded with ball car 
trldges, and as tho convicts moved to 
wards them orders wero rapidly given 
them to nre. The order was obeyed. 


Before tho smolce had cleared awa; 


the convicts wero upon the soldier' anc 
a desperate hand-to-hand fight fol 
lowed. The convicts sought to wrcs 
tho weapons from the soldiers, but in 
this they were not successful. IE thej 
had been they probably would hav 
driven the troops off and made their es 
cape.

cour1" and there he may remain month 
after month, according to the caprice of 
the court of queen s bench 
This power 


of committal to prison for an indefinite 
period on such a tanciful charge as con- 
tempt of couit seems to me to be a thing 
savoring of the proceedings of the court 
of the star ch unbei, which was abolished 
fonts aibitiary acts by the breath of 
popular indignation 
In my ignorance 


I thought theie was passed by the repre- 
sentatives of the people, for their protec- 
tion from arbiti »ry imprisonment, an act 
called the habeas corpus act, which pre- 
vented a man from being capriciously 
imprisoned for an indefinite time with- 
out fan tual if he has been guilty of any 
crime

had been guilty of robbery —Cor Lon

Descriptive and Gossipy .Letter 


from Our Former Townsman. 


This letter ot local interest reaches ns 


this morning, coming in the mail through 
the state department at Washington, 
from Captain John A. Barnes, who en- 
tered upon his duties October 15 as U. 
8. consul at Chemnitz, Germany: 


CHEMNITZ, GERMAOT, Oct., 29,1892. 


EDS. BEPOBiiioAN—We are gladdened 


each "steamer day" by the DAILY EBPTJB- 
LIOAN and we eagerly devour the news it 
contains, and in a manner keep posted 
as to events that at this distance seem to 
crowd upon each other. Home associa- 
tions, locality and friends seem especially 
dear to those who are, is it were, entirely 
isolated from former companions, and 
dependent for news upon the uncertain 
ocean mail facilities. Myself and family 
arrived at Bremen on the llth ot October 
and having two or three hours there be- 
fore resuming ouc journey_ to Chemnitz, 
I employed the time in visiting, in com- 
pany with some German steamer ac- 
quaintances, the famous Eothkeller, or 
as it is now known, the Kathswemkeller, 
the council wine vaults, where wine is 
found that was made in the sixteenth 
century ond kept in vats called the 
Twelve Apostles and has become on 
account of age as thick as oil. • Here in 
the dim past was held secret conclaves, 
or councils, and i£ these massive walls 
could speak, no doubt many secrets ot 
scute would be divulged. I had 'the 
pleasure ot standing in one of its dark- 
ened chambers when by the aid of artifi- 
cial lights we could see upon the celling 
high above ns the outline ot a beautifully 
painted rose. In this room it is said 
met the inner circle of the^opunoil, and 
from this room never was divulged the 
authors or ooncootors of the bloody and 
cruel orders that from time to time 
were issued therefrom. Here also is 
said 
to h»ve 
originated the 
idea 


of "snb rosa"—its significance aris- 
ing from the 
fact that these secret 


edicts were reached or arrived at while 
sitting in council under this beautifully 
painted rose. 
Oi all sides are evidences ot antiquity 


snd nnoonsoiously'we would find our 
selves entering or gazing upon buildings 
that we'e erected before the discovery 
of America. 
One can hardly realize 


that he is associating with inanimate 
objects tbat were m exKtanoe five to 
seven hundred years ago. 
Formerly 


Bretnon, like nil of the older cities of 
Ger.rwny, wns enclosed by massive ram- 
parts ur nails but which are now,in this 
enlightened as{<i, happily dismantled and 
beautiful pnrks und driveways have tak- 
en their pluo s. Time and the patience 
of your readers remind me that I may 
become tiresome in dwelling too long at 
this point although I find it replete with 
objects of deep interest and with regret 
hasten on to our place of future abode. 
We passed through Matfdebnrg, Han- 
over, Leipeig end many otter large and 
befiutifnl cities, nnd arrived at Chemnitz 
on the 12th of October in good health 
ljut somewhat fatigued by our long jour 
ney. 
I assumod the duties of my ooun- 


enlar office on the 15th inst and as far as 
I am nble to judge, think I will find the 
wrrk both agreoable and instructive. 
With your permission I will at some fn 
tnre tui.e furniah you with facts relating 
to Ohemmtz, its manufactories, its peo- 
ple, nnd its general business. It le benu- 
tifnlly located upon broken or undulat- 
ing country, RUil doubtless the purround- 
ing Inndeonpe ie very lovely wh»n all 
nature is attired in her Sunday salt.

DESPERATED BATTLE 


Between Bevolted Prisoners and 


Spanish Troops. 


MA»7 OF THE LATTER BITE THE DUST 


A Well-Planned Attempt at Wholesale 


Jail Delivery Only 
ThwaMed by 


(he Prompt Response and Brave 


Conduct of ihe Soldiers. 


MADKID, Nov, 17.-During tho past 


year several outbreaks among convicts 
have occurred ia prisons in various 
parts of tl,o country. Yesterday the 
most serious of all tho series occurred 
in the prison at Tarragona, and nine of 
the convict? were killed. 


The convicts have been dissatisfied 


•with then- treatment tor some time 
ami formed a pl(ln for a (reneral jail 
delivery. Ordinary convicts in Spanish 
prisons are allowed considerable free- 
dom within tlie walls, and this practice 
allowed them in this case to carry their 
plan out. 


Shortly after the prisoners were re- 


leased from their cells yesterday morn- 
ing they mutinied. At a signal from 
their leaders they sprang upon the 
warders, and the latter, taken com- 
pletely by surprise, were soon over- 
powered. Tho convicts then had full 
possession of the prison with the ex- 
ception of the quarters occupied by 
the governor. Before they could se- 
cure the keys that would givo them 
their freedom the governor sent an ur- 
gent appeal for aid to the military au- 
thorities, who promptly responded by 
sending a detachment of troops to the 
scene. 


When tho soldiers arrived they found 


a majority of the convicts assembled in 
the court yard. Tho commander of tho 
troops called upon the prisoners to re- 
turn to their cells, but ho was greeted 
with oaths and derisive yells. Again 
he ordered them to tfo back. The con- 
victs, who had armed themselves with 
all manner of things that could be used 
as weapons, again refused to obey, and 
in a body advanced upon tho soldiers, 
their enraged faces showing1 that they 
meant mischief. 
Tho rifles ol 
tho 


soldiers were loaded with ball car- 
tridges, and as tho convicts moved to- 
wards them orders were rapidly given 
them to flre. The order was obeyed. 


Before the smoke had cleared away 


the convicts were upon the soldier' and 
a desperate hand-to-hand fight fol- 
lowed. The convicts sought to wrest 
tho weapons from the soldiers, but in 
this they were not successful. 
If they 


had been they probably would have 
driven the troops off and made their es- 
cape. Acting under orders from their 
commanders some of tho soldiers re- 
treated from tho struggling, yelling 
mass of humanity and reloaded their 
guns. Then, awaiting an opportunity 
when there was no danger of hitting a 
comrade, they would fire upon the con- 
victs. A perfect pandemonium reigned 
for tbe time, but ilnally most of the 
convicts were overpowered and driven, 
still cursing, back to their cells. Nine 
of the mutineers, however, had been 
shot dead and sixteen others were seri- 
ously wounded. 


The affair has caused great excite- 


ment in the city, and it is demanded 
that the privileges of the convicts be 
curtailed. 


While 
the fight was proceeding 


within the walls a close watch was 
kept by the police on the outside, and 
it was found that tho' convicts hod 
made arrangements to receive aid in 
their attempt to gain their freedom. A 
close investigation will be made into 
the causes that led to the mutiny.

CHEMNITZ, GBKMANT, Oct., 29,1892. 


EDS. BEPCBiiioAN—We are gladdened 


each "steamer day" by the DAILY EBPCB- 
LIOAK and we eagerly devour the news i 
contains, and in a manner keep postex 
as to events that at this distance seem to 
crowd upon 6 aob other. Home sssocia 
tions, locality and friends seem especially 
dear to those who ere, is it were, entire!; 
isolated from former companions, ant 
dependent for news upon the uncertain 
ocean mail faoilities. 
Myself and family 


arrived at Bremen on the llth ot October 
and having two or three hours there be- 
fore resuming one journey to Chemnifz 
I employed the time in visiting, in com- 
pany with some German steamer ac- 
quaintances, the famous Rothkeller, or 
as it is now known, the Bothewemkeller 
the council wine vaults, where wine is 
found that was made in the sixteenth 
century and kept m vats called the 
Twelve Apostles and has become on 
account of age as thick ns oil.
